The Railroad Dollar. 


W 


HEN IN 1916 the railroad got a dollar it divided it in- 


to nine parts, says the Toledo Blade. 
About two 


cents had to be applied to losses and damages, a lit- 


tle less for betterments. The rent of leased .lines ate up 3.96 
cents. Taxes cut into tl*e dollar for about four and a half 
cents. For fuel and locomotive supplies 7.45 cents had to be 
set aside. 
The dividend and surplus account was allowed a 


fraction under twelve cents, interest on funded and unfunded 
debt a,fraction over. The cost of material for way and equip- 
ment supplies took 15.77 cents. Labor's share was 40.6 cents. 


AS WITH ALL other mundane affairs, things have changed 
with the railroads these last three years. The division of the 
railway dollar is quite another business from what it was. 


LOSSES AND DAMAGES are taking a bigger part. 
The al- 


lowance for betterments has shrunk to about half 
a cent. 


The government reduced the rent for leased lines. 
Against 


all human experience in such matters, the taxes have been re- 
duced, not increased. 
But on the other hand fuel and loco- 


motive supplies have risen in costs so that they dig nearly 
four cents more out of the railroad dollar' than they did iu 
1916. 
The dividend and surplus share has dwindled to 2.65 


cents, that for interest to 8.74 cents. 
L<ess money has been 


going into maintenance of right of way. 
From a 40.60 cents 


division labor has enlarged its share to 54.06 cents. 


CONSIDERATION OF SOME of these items indicates that 
other changes will most surely come about when the roads are 
returned to their owners. Taxes, for one thing, will leap bach 
to their old place. 
Fuel "'ill probably rise. 
There 
are 


rumblings anew in the labor camp, and if it does not get a 60 
cent division it will not be for lack of trying. We hate to pre- 
dict what will happen to the dividend and surplus account. 


WHERE THE PUBLIC is particularly interested is in that part 
of the railroad dollar which may be saved to apply to better- 
ments, maintenance and new equipment. The railroads, says 
an authority, have been making improvements out of surpluses 
accumulated before 1907, twelve years ago. 
That sort of busi- 


ness cannot go on forever. 
Even farmland runs out unless 


something is put back into it. It is very clear that unless pros- 
perity snail miraculously corne to the common carriers, costs 
of material shrink or labor wishes to shock and surprise the 
country by reversing its policies, our railroads will be reduced in 
no great time to mere streaks of rust and wabbling locomotives 
and cars. 


THE REGIONAL director of the central west says that the 
lines will need a billion clears a year for tbe next five yearn. 
Another look at the railroad dollar leaves one in no mood to 
dispute this statement. But what we should like to know is 
this—who is going to buy railroad securities if the allowance 
for interest keeps on growing smaller, the share for surplus

"AlI-ConqueriLg" Ward. 


HlNA HAS BEEN for centuries the happy hunting ground 
for varying grades of foreign adventurers, but none of 
these soldiers of fortune have a more romantic history 


than that of the American Ward, first general of the "Ever Vic- 
torious Army." Ward was a native of Connecticut, and had 
fought with the French in the Crimea, and with Walter in Nica- 
raugua before he went to China. The Tai Pings were at that 
time threatening the Peking Government. Ward raised a force 
of about one hundred foreigners and routed the insurgents, 
receiving a reward of $200,000 for this first victory. His force 
grew to be over -1,000 nondescripts, who gained victory after 
victory for the Royalists; but Ward was killed before the close 
of the campaign. Another American, Burgevine, then took 
charge of the force, but proved less efficient than Ward and 
was soon ousted. Holland, an Englishman, t"hen took charge 
and remained the leader of the force until Gordon, a regular 
British officer, took over command and decisively defeated the 
revolutionists.
